Hilnot  loft  us  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1964«  Pin.  Bolt,  -.vhose  priraarj’’  duty  originally  Vvas  the 
adroinl  strati  on  of  the  Offices,  Shops  & B.ail'7ay  Premises  Act, 
is  employed  part-time  \7ith  the  Bridoort  Rural  Comicil  and  p.art- 
time  v.dth  the  Lyme  Regis  Borough  Council  in  genci’a.l  public  health 
work.  The  four  Host  Dorset  authorities  jointly  appointed 
Hr.  R.  Singleton  as  a Pupil  iaiblic  Health  Inspector,  and  he 
joined  the  staff  on  the  13th  of  September  1965*  iPs  training 
consists  of  practical  and  theoretical  vrork  v/ith  the  public  health 
depantment  and  three  five  week  block  release  courses  per  year  at 
Bristol  Teclnical  College,  There  wer'e  no  other  staif  changes 
during  the  year.

PerhSops  the  most  notable  acliievemcnt  during  the  yoa,r  was  the 
completion  of  the  inspection  of  all  laiovwi  sub-standa,rd  dv7cllings  - 
but  the  necessary  work  to  anhievo  modernisation  or  demolition  of 
these  dwellings  has  yet  to  bo  undertaken.  Because  10-11  years 
have  elapsed  since  the  preliminary  surveys  it  is  likely  that  many 


dv/ellings  originally  classified  as  requiring  modernisation  or 
repair  wdll  have  so  deteriorated  that  they  now  fall  into  the 
demolition  catogoryo 

I on  grateful  for  the  support  received  from  members  of  the 
Council  and  for  the  help  and  advice  of  chief  officers  and 
other  co!l leagues.

This  Act  makes  provision  for  compulsory  removal  of  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention  from  their  own  home  to  hospital  or  other  suitable  accommodation. 
Such  persons  have  to  be  siiffering  from  grave  chronic  illness  or,  being  aged, 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  are 
unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receive  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 

Several  old  persons  living  in  the  district  were  brought  to  my  attention 
and  therefore  visited.  Although  the  conditions  under  which  they  live  are 
often  appalling  one  is  reluctant  to  take  action  knowing  that  the  resiolt  may 
cause  the  early  death  of  an  old  person  unable  to  adjust  to  the  change 
from  their  own  home  to  unfamiliar  surroundings.  The  main  criteria  for  taking 
action  should  be  that  there  is  a danger  to  other  people.

Phase  4 is  virtually  completed,  and  the  two  boosters  at  Y/hitchiirch  Canonicorum 
are  under  construction  and  will  be  finished  early  in  -1966  and  this  will 
complete  Phase  Phase  6 has  been  started  which  will  result  in  the  Yfest 
Dorset  \7ater  Board  supplying  the  Chide ock  area  whore  contamination  of  the 
present  water  supply  caused  some  concern  last  year.  This  Phase  will  also 
talce  the  Board’s  supply  to  Broadvri-ndsor,  Burstock,  Thomcombe  and  Harshwood,

A circu!lar  from  the  Ministry  of*  Health  expressed  the  Minister's  hope 
that  local  health  authorities  would  take  steps  to  a-dd  fluoride  to  public, 
water  supplies  v/here  these  are  naturally  deficient » The  responsibility 
for  fluoridation  rests  v/ith  the  County  Council*  The  Council  reaffirmed 
their  support  for  fluoridation. 

Seme  doubt  has  been  expressed  as  to  the  practica.bility  of  fluoridation 
in  \/est  Dorset,  It  is  not  easy  to  add  chemicals  to  water  when  the  flo¥; 
is  small  and  subject  to  fluctuation,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  use  of 
a dry  feeder  v/ould  be  impra,cti cable,  mainly  because  an  increase  in  staff 
would  be  necessary  for  maintaining  the  equipment.  However  the  use  of 
fluoride  in  solution  with  automatic  equipment  has  already  been  demonstrated 
in  rural  areas  to  be  practical  cjid  economic,

E?.rly  j.n  19^?  an  Inquiry  vjas  held  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  «f  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  into  the  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme. 

The  need  was  accepted  for  a new  sea  outfall  at  Bridport  which  would  deal 
'.•■ith  discharges  from  the  schemes  in  the  Asker  Valley  and  Symondsbury. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  submarine  outfall  pipe  was  out  for  tender. 

The  details  of  the  head  works  and  pressure  pipe  vrere  being  completed  by  the 
Consulting  Engine  and  vrere  nearly  ready  for  submission  to  the  IVanistry 
cf  Housing  and  Looa'l  Government.  This  scheme  v;as  not  affected  by  the 
restrictions  on  capibal  expenditure  and  there  is  every  hope  that  work 
\Till  be  completed  in  196?* 

The  Council  have  contino.oa  with  their  policy  to  pro/ide  at  least 
one  village  soworago  scheme  per  year  and  at  the  end  of  19^>9  work 
was  v;ell  in  hand  for  the  laying  of  sev/ers  in  connection  with  the 
Cliideock  Sev;erage  Scheme  v;hichjit  is  hoped,  v/ould  come  into  operation 
in  September  1966*  The  preliminary  work  has  also  commenced  in  connection 
with  the  Litton  Cheney  and  the  ST;yre  Main  Drainage  Schemes.  Those  schemes 
Vila  reduce  the  ge  lorally  unsatisfactory  position  in  most  of  the 
parishes  where  crude  untreated  sev/age  is  discharged  into  the  nearest 
water  course. 

Main  drainage  i.s  no\7  available  in  Bothenhampton  (village  and 
Walditch),  Bradpole  (Beaminster  Road,  iSa-st  Road  and  Coneyga.r  Road), 

Burton  Brads'^ock,  Cat  her  st  on  Lei/eston,  Charraouth,  Puncknowle  (village), 
Shipton  Gcrv’c  and  S3,miondsbury  (Vest  Ba7/)e.  Unsatisfactory  main  drainage 
or  \ansev7ered  areas  exist  at  iillington,  Askerswell,  Bro.dpole  (vi.llage  and 
F^ore).  ChideocK  (village.  North  Cliideock  and  Seat  own),  Chllcombo, 

Litton  Cher, sy,  Loders  (village,  Uploders,  Yondover  and  Matravers), 

Puncknovrle  (Vest  Bexington),  Symondsbury  (village,  Broadoak,  Eype, 
and  ‘Vatton;-.  Swyro,  Vhit church  Canonicorum  (village,  Morcombelake , 

Ryall.  and  .‘'Ishpond  Bottom)  and  Vcotton  Fitzpaine  (village  and  Monkton 
Vyld).  Dwellings  in  these  latter  areas  an  normally  drained  to  private 
septic  tankSi,  Chemical  and  bucket  closets  are  still  in  use  in  some  dv/ellings. 

S.a  correction  with  sewerage  and  drainage  A8  visits  v/ere  made  during 
the  but  thi.s  does  not  include  visits  where  overflowing  septic  tanks 

or  drainage  nuisances  existed, 

Draina,ge  problems  s-rose  when  there  was  severe  pollution  of  the 
Elver  Vinimi*ord  at  Seatowa  in  mid  Juno  duo  to  an  accidental  discharge 
of  ei.lago  effluents  TJnf oirtunately  at  that  time  the  flfjw  of  the  river 

was  I'lT  and  tne  mouth  was  blocked  by  a shingle  barjk,  with  the  result 
tha'^-  the  disoharge  turned  septic  and  the  result:ant  smell  for  one 
mile  inland  was  exceptionally  bado 
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The  shingle  beach  v:as  cut  so  that  the  river  had  a direct  unrestricted, 
exit  to  the  sea  and  this  removed  some  of  the  odour  of  septicity  of  the 
pool  at  Seatovitn  and  heavy  rainfall  a fev/  days  later  provided  the 
necessary  flushing  of  the  vjhole  river. 

In  October  further  complaints  v;ore  received  regarding  the  crude 
sevTage  discharged  into  an  open  ditch  at  Loders,  As  a temporary 
measure  the  Council  piped  tliis  ditch  and  provided  a temporary 
soakavvay.  There  are  thirteen  open  ditches  in  the  Loders  parish 
into  wliich  crude  sev/age  is  discharged  and  all  are  creating  niiisances 
vdiich  v.dll  be  abated  when  the  long  sea  outfall  is  available  and  the 
Council  are  able  to  lay  sov/ers  in  the  Askers  Valley, 

During  the  year  investigations  were  ca.rried  out  into  the  sev/age 
pollution  of  beaches.  Coloured  photogi-aph’ c elides  were  made  of  the 
sewage  polU.ution  occurring  on  the  beaches  at  Charmouth  and  on  one 
occasion  it  v/as  possible  to  take  a photograph  shovdng  actual  faeces 
being  washed  ashore, 

A seri.es  of  sea  samples  from  pre-determined  positions  from  the 
boundary  in  the  west  up  to  and  including  the  beach  under  Thomcombe 
Beacon  were  taken  during  the  year  and  va,rying  amounts  of  pollution 
were  recoi-ded  depending  on  the  location,  the  state  of  the  tide, 
the  direction  and  force  of  the  vrind  a,nd  the  height  of  the  waves, 

A total  of  forty  eight  samples  were  taken  and  four  of  these  recorded 
in  excess  of  18,000  Bact,  coli  (type  l)  per  100  ml.  These 
investigations  wore  still  continiiing  at  the  end  of  the  year, 

...  Atmospheric  Pollution, 

In  1.1arch  the  Coimcil  agreed  to  amend  the  Building  Byelaws  in 
accordance  v;ith  the  model  form  issued  by  the  Minister  so  that  the 
use  of  any  heating  or  cooking  appliances  in  any  new  dvrelling 
other  than  those  capable  of  burning  (a)  electricity,  (b)  gas  or 
(c)  coke  or  antliracite,  is  prohibit od. 

The  main  effect  y^as  to  ensure  that  all  now  dwellings  have  solid 
smokeless  fuel  appliances  so  saving  the  oxmer  the  cost  of  replacing 
the  non-smokeless  fuel  appliances  should  a smokeless  fuel  area  be 
introduced. 

In  June  19^5  an  approach  was  made  by  the  Wai’ren  Spring  Laboratories 
requesting  the  Council  to  set  up  and  run  a station  for  measuring 
smoko  and  sulphur  dioxide  vTitlxLn  the  National  Survey  of  iJ.r  Pollution,  1 ,098 
slr.ticno  nor;  oporating,  mainly*  in  cities  and  toans,  but  'chc  National 
Survey  is  being  extended  to  ruroJ.  areas  and  uho  suggested  location  of 
tliis  station  is  ac  the  Police  ..'irolcss  3tn,tion  on  EggardLon  hill. 
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The  Co’onty  Council  a,greed  that  the  cost  of  providing  jind  installing 
the  necessary  equipment  would  be  mot  by  themo 

The  annual  running  and  raaintenance  costs  vTill  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Bridport  Bural  District  Council,  illl  the  approvads  to  the  setting 
up  of  tliis  station  were  received  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  necessary 
equipment  had  either  been  delivered  or  was  on  order  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  station  would  be  operative  as  from  the  3rd  of  January  19660 

I would  like  to  record  my  thajilcs  to  the  Dorset  County  Council  for 
their  financial  assistance  which  made  the  establishment  of  this  station 
possible. 

At  the  same  time  the  Council  granted  permission  to  the  Bridport  Borough 
Coimcil  to  set  up  the  no\:  Borough  Atmospheric  Pollution  Sta'cion  in  the 
Bates  Department  of  the  Council  Offices  at  the  G-rove  end  the  v/arren  Spring 
Laboratories  have  loaned  to  us  a further  set  of  equipment  in  order  that 
some  investigations  into  the  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  due  to 
the  exhaust  from  traffic  at  the  Bridport  Town  Plall  could  be  made* 

It  is  also  hoped  that  in  addition  to  our  station  at  Eggardon  Hill,  these 
other  t’./o  stations  v/ould  be  operative  early  in  19^6* 

In  cC'Linection  Yjith  atmospheric  pollution  I6  visits  were  made  during 
the  year, 

Iiitter, 

FoL'i  owing  the  survey  of  all  the  Vcxgeo  and  laybys  on  the  main 
motoring  roads  in  the  district  during  19u4-  I informed  the  Council  that 
there  were  some  57  official  and  unofficial  laybys  and  stopping  places 
on  verges,  only  18  of  which  had  a litter  basket.  Most  of  these  stopping 
places  had  paper  litter,  tins,  broken  bottles  etc,,  and  in  about  half 
of  them  there  was  e'"'idenoo  of  nuG  sances  a,rising  from  the  deposit  of 
faeces.  Most  of  the  18  locations  where  there  was  a litter  bin  had  shown, 
during  the  height  of  the  season,  that  the  bins  were  overflov/ing  and 
litter  was  deposited  in  and  aroimd  them,  indicating  the  necessity  of  a 
more  frequent  emptying  service  or  more  litter  bins® 

Early  in  19^5  the  Council  decided  to  institute  a scheme  whereby 
approximately  67  paper  sack  stands  would  be  provided  on  the  verges  and 
laybys  throughout  the  district  at  an  estimated  initial  cost  of  £24-50 
and  a recurring  annual  cost  of  £80  for  the  polythene  sacks  and  that  during 
the  suramer  season  a tvd.ee  weekly  bin  emptying  service  be  introduced* 

In  order  that  this  scheme  could  be  introduced  a new  tvrelve  cubic  yard 
refuse  vehicle  was  purciiased  and  the  Council  agreed  that  an  additional  man 
should  be  employed  for  a 26  week  period  annually. 
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This  scheme  v;as  introduced  during  19^5  v;orked  exceptionally 
v/ell,  reducing  considerably  the  miisance  created  b3/-  xhe  deposit  of 
litter  on  these  locations,  but  even  although  there  are  nov;  an  adequate 
supply  of  litter  sacks  on  these  laybys  some  members  of  "Che  travelling 
public  are  too  lazy  to  even  wallc  two  or  throe  paces  from  their  cars 
to  deposit  litter  in  the  bin* 

During  19^5  the  Council  also  introduced  an  anti-litter  poster 
conipctition  ouid  only  two  schools  in  the  district  failed  to  submit 
entri.es.  178  entries  were  received  from  the  eight  primary  schools 
and  50  entries  in  the  senior  competition  from  a further  two  schools* 
Judging  wi'.s  carried  out  and  prize  vdimers  in  both  sections  ?/ere 
selected.  The  best  posters  in  each  section  \/ere  put  on  exhibition 
at  Klountfield, 

One  abandoned  motor  vehicle  was  dealt  with  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Removal  Of  Vehicles  Regulations  1961  during  the  year  and  in 
connecticn  with  litter  generally  I made  26  visits  during  1965*

Censidoration  was  also  given  on  he.,  co  overcombe  the  problem 
of  nuisances  arising  from  the  deposit  ch'  i’a-eces  and  the  fouling  of 
hedges,  barJes  and  bushes  etc*,  in  the  vicinity  of  laybys  and  stopping 
places  or.  the  main  road  and  it  v;as  decided  to  purchase  a mobile 
convenience  with  water  borne  sanitation  to  a septic  tank* 


It  is  envise'^ed  that  this  converience  ^ill  be  sited  on  the  layby 
just  to  the  v;est  of  the  Traveller's  Rest  Inn  on  the  trunk  road  A*35 
and  will  be  in  operation  in  April  1966,

Caravan  and  Camping  Sites# 

In  1965  there  was  operative  in  the  district  licences  issued  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  authorising  the  stationing  of  313  tents  on  6 sites 
(varying  from  20  to  1A0  tents  per  site)  and  in  addition  the  Camping  Club 
of  Creat  Britain  and  Ireland  issued  a certificate  for  a further  100  tents 
for  a site  in  the  district.  The  total  number  of  licensed  tenting  camps 
is  therefore  7?  containing  2f13  tents® 

Caravan  sites  vdthin  the  Rural  District  are  licensed  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  -''ind  Control  Of  Development  Act  i960  and  at  the  end  of  the 
seasonal  period  the  position  vjas  as  follows: - 

35  sites  in  the  district  authorised  to  contain  20  residential,  1 ,137 
seasonal  and  I30  touring  caravans,  a total  of  1,287.  Of  these  35  sites 
13  have  permission  in  perpetuity  and  the  remainder  are  controlled  by  lioences 
which  .uithorise  the  use  of  land  for  specific  periods  only. 

Ir.  addition  9 sites  in  the  rural  district  hold  certificates  issued  by 
various  exempted  organisations  authorising  a further  100  caravan  standings 
for  their  touring  members. 
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Within  the  district  there  are  therefore  sites,  containing 
1 ,387  caravan  standings  of  v;hich  230  are  specifically  for  touring 
caravans. 

During  the  year  the  Council  refused  three  applications  for  site 
licences  involving  3 residential  and  5 seasonal  caravans  and  approved 
four  applications  involving  3 residential  and  1 seasonal  caravans, 

Tliree  informal  notices  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  wore  served  during  the  year  and  all  v;ero  complied 
nlth  or  had  been  made  the  subject  of  a site  licence  application  by 
the  31st  of  December  1965« 

In  corjiection  v;ith  caravan  and  camping  sites  138  visits  were 
made  during  19^3^ 

Smoke  Abatement „ 

No  nuisances  arose  during  the  year  and  no  visits  v^ere  made. 


Noise  Abatement, 

Tv;o  complaints  were  received  and  7 visits  were  made  in  connection 
vdth  noise  nuisances.  The  first  arose  in  respect  of  a barking  dog 
at  Bothenhampton  and  the  second  in  connection  i'n.th  a transistor 
radio  at  Symondsbury,  Both  nuisances  wore  abated  follov/ing  informrl 
action, 

. Removal  of  Deal Animals. 


In  July  a dead  porpoise  v;hich  v^as  washed  up  on  the  Freshwater  beach 
at  Burton  Bradatock  i7as  buried.  Following  heavy  rain  on  Friday  the  6th 
of  August  it  appears  that  three  animals  v;ere  drowned  and  taleen  out  to 
sea  by  the  flooded  rivers.  Subsequently  the  carcases  were  v;ashed 
ashore  and  were  then  buried  on  the  beach  or  towed  out  to  sea  and  simk. 
The  carcases,  ovaiership  loni  lent  if  i able,  comprised  of  a pig  and  a sheep 
between  '.Vest  Bay  and  Fypes  Mouth  and  a deer  between  Freshwa,ter  and 
Hive  Beach,  Buibon  Bradstock,

of  the  requirements  readily. 

No  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year,  it  is  probable  however 
that  m.any  were  noo  reported.  The  need  to  report  all  accidents  occurring 
on  registered  premises  which  result  in  the  employee  being  away  from: 
work  for  more  than  three  da.ys  is  not  as  well  knovn  as  might  bo  wished.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  carcases  of  young 
bovine s affected  with  tuberculosis  dropped  considerably  during  the 
year  and  that  the  percentage  affected  is  new  only  one  fifth  of  the 
figures  recorded  in  19^4® 

The  percentage  of  pigs  affected  with  tuberculosis  has  also  dropped 
by  one  half  but  the  percentage  of  tho  older  bovines,  that  is  to  say,  cows 
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affected  "by  tuberculosis  has  increased  b^?-  neai-lj-  noven  tirnes# 

In  respect  of  the  other  types  of  ariinals  the  percentage  figures  of 
those  affected  id-th  disoc.sos  other  than  tuberculosis  and  cysticercosis 
has  been  reduced  during  the  year  Vidth  the  one  exception  in  respect  of 
calves,  where  nearly  tvri.ee  as  raany  a.ninird.s  were  killed  in  I965  as  in 
1964,  nnd  there  w-as  a percentage  increase  of  diseased  animals  from

Inspector  is  the  unusua.1  hours  during  wliLch  slaughtering  takes  place 
at  the  Bradpole  Slaughterhouse*  The  hours  at  present  a.pproved  hy 
tho  Council  permits  slaughtering  to  start  at  7o00  aoin*  on  Saturdays 
and  6o00  a.m*  on  Sundays^  and  this  is  one  of  tho  reasons  why  it  is 
so  difficult  to  obtain  Meat  Inspeclors* 

However  bho  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  Food  have 
recently  refused  to  send  their  meat  graders  to  the  slaughterhouses 
on  Sundays  and  consequently  all  grading  vrork  has  nov/  to  be  done  on 
Saturday  morning  with  tho  result  that  Sunday  slaughtering  now 
commences  at  8.j00  a»m. 

It  is  anticipated  tliat  during  19^6  an  Act  r/ill  be  introduced 
which  vvi.ll  allow  local  authorities  to  control  the  hours  of 
slaughtering  and  subject  to  discussion  with  the  trade,  it  ?/ould 
appear  that  Sunday  slaughtering  could  cease 5 in  the  same  v/ay 
as  grading  work  on  a Sunday  has  been  stopped* 

Exhibitions » 

Once  again  tho  Council  hired  a large  marquee  at  the  Mel plash 
ShovT  during  August  19^5  and  all  depairtments  of  local  government 
provided  exliibits  which  showed  their  work* 

The  Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  co-operated  v/ith  the 
Public  Health  Department  and  they  sent  a mobile  exhibition  to  the 
show*  Tliis  exhibition  was  sited  adjacent  to  the  Council’s 
marquee  and, staff ed  by  employees  of  the  Federation,  showed 
various  means  of  heating  by  using  solid  fuel®

In  September  19^5  the  Lome  Office  drew  our  attention  to  the  fact 
that  certain  imported  coloured  pencil  crayons  on  sale  in  tliis  country 
contain  a grossly  excessive  amount  of  lead. 

As  lead  is  accumulative  poison  and  as  many  children  are  inclined 
to  suck  or  chew  the  pencils  and  crayons,  it  was  thought  undesirable 
that  these  should  remain  on  sale* 

Every  shop  likely  to  be  selling  such  items  in  the  district  was 
visited  on  the  17th  of  September  and  two  cartons  vrere  discovered* 

In  both  oases  the  shopkeeper  voluntarily  surrendered  the  crayonso

During  1965  the  final  inspection  of  dv/ellings  placed  in 
Classification  IV  (those  reqiiiring  demolition  and  replacing)  as  a result 
of  the  prolirainaiy  survey  in  1956,  v/ere  completed  and  ivork  commenced 
on  the  inspection  of  dv/ellings  in  Classification  III  (those  requiring 
extensive  repair  and  modernisation).  Some  of  the  inspections  revealed 
that  the  r!--rellings  originally  placed  in  Classification  III  have  so 
deterioraCedthac they  are  now  in  Classification  IV,  The  state  at 
the  31st  of  December,  1965  is  shown  in  Appendices  I and  II. 

Appendix  I ^ 'OTrs  the  classification  of  all  of  the  3^312 
separate  dwellings  v/ithin  this  district.  It  is  pleasing  to  know 
that  nearly  three  quarters  of  these  dv/ellings  are  now  in 
Classification  I and  that  under  3^  or  96  dwellings  remain  in 
Classification  IV,  Ten  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the 
preliminary  survey  was  carried  out  and  nearly  600  additional 
dwelling  units  have  been  provided  in  this  district  during  that  time. 

This  figvire  does  not,  of  course,  represent  new  dwellings  entirely, 
for  in  addition  all  conversions  of  properties  into,  for  example, 
flats,  are  also  included  and  the  gross  figure  is  reduced  by 
demolitions  etc,,  carried  out  over  the  period. 

Appendix  II  is  in  respect  of  Classification  IV  dwellings  only 
and  this  Appendix  records  all  dwellings  placed  in  this  classification 
as  a result  of  the  preliminary  survey  of  July  1956,  or  inspected  and 
re-classifii^'l  since  that  date  and  sho-iwi  the  result  of  any  action 
taken.

The  Council  are  investigating  the  desii/ability  of  providing 
additional,  conveniences  at  '.Vest  Bexington  beach.  Burton  Bradstock 
viD'I.age  and  hypes  Mouth  beach,  and  the  provision  of  these  would 
go  a long  way  to  alleviate  nuisances  now  occurring  by  reason  of  the 
location  of  public  convenienceso  In  connection  v/ith  public  conveniences 
five  visits  were  made  during  1965« 
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Floodj.n^«, 

No  serious  flooding  took  place  during  the  year,  hut  on  two 
occasions  individual  houses  were  affected  by  a snail  depth  of  flood 
water.  On  neither  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  use  any  of  the 
emergency  mea,sures.  In  connection  with  flooding  four  visits 
were  made  during  the  year.
